That Foundered Boat. 


COLLINGWOOD, Sept.. 19.—The] steamer 


Northern Belle which was dispatched from 
Perry Sound to the scene of the iisastar of 
the lost steamer Asia, returned to-day, 
bringing the body of Capt. Savage, McDon- 
ald; first mate John Little, Sault !3te AJarie; 
John McApine, Georgian Bay; and an un- 
known man. An interview with the rescued 
man Tinkios elicits little in addition to the 
reports already published at the time of the 
accident. The steamer was about twenty 
miles from land. A heavy sea struck the 
vessel and sent her over on her side. Boats 
were cut from the davittsof the vessel, 
which immediately went dowft and sboved 
off. The upper decks floated after the hull 
sank. One after another the occupants of 
the boats were either washed overboard by 
tieavy sea, or died from exhaustion.

boat. jHe is tq be allowed to own one 
steamer on the lake, and the company 
will own any others that may be placed 
there within the next ten years, as also 
the row and sail boats, of which a fall 
complement will be ordered at onec.

VALLEY CITY, Sept. 16.—At the county 


convention held here to-day to elect seven 
delegates to the fourteenth district legis 
lative convention at Jamestown, Charles 
Getchell. chairman of theconnty commit 
tee, refused to allow the ten uncontested 
delegates, who happened to be Benson 
men, to organize the convention; at the 
same time refusing to put motions before 
the house or listen to any protests against 
his arbitrary ruling.

Getchell's unprecedented conduct and 
rulings, adjourned. The greatest indig- 
nation is universally expressed at the 
conduct of Getchell in allowing the Ad- 
ams gang to vote three sets of manufac- 
tured delegates from one precinct, in or- 
der to secure the temporary chairman. 
Public sentiment is strong in favor of the 
Benson element because they refused to 
descend to ballot box stuffing and forged 
credentials to secure their end.
